INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e g. the applicant wants the latter to be pubfehed 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbuiicaiion.

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)).

1. Present claims 2 to 9, 20, 21, 34 to 38, 46 to 49 and 53 relate to a 
product defined by reference to a desirable characteristic or property, 
namely the concentration of the remaining impurities. The claims cover 
all products having this characteristic or property, whereas the 
application provides support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or 
disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for only a very limited 
number of such products. In the present case, the claims so lack support, 
and the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over 
the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. Independent of the above 
reasoning, the claims also lack clarity (Article 6 PCT). An attempt is 
made to define the product by reference to a result to be achieved. 
Again, this lack of clarity in the present case is such as to render a 
meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope impossible. 
Consequently, the search has been carried out for those parts of the 
claims which appear to be clear, supported and disclosed, namely those 
parts relating to the products obtained according to the process of claim 
1. 

2. Present claim 17 relates to an extremely large number of possible 
ways of performing further conversions. Support within the meaning of 
Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is 
not found for any of the further conversions claimed. In the present 
case, the claim so lacks support, and the application so lacks 
disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
is impossible.
